REPORT ON EDUCATION 


One of the greatest needs of our country and our cause is the need 
for educated leaders; national leaders, state leaders, county leaders, 
neighborhood leaders; leaders in Civie affairs, leaders in social life, 
leaders in religous thought and work; leaders who are sincere, con- 
secrated, intellient; leaders who can lead. Baptist schools are meant 
primarily for the development of Baptist leaders. Of course, they 
educate many who are not Baptists and in that case they can send 
them out better fitted for Christian living and with less prejudice 
ugainst the Baptists. 


There are four Baptist schools that belong to the Baptists of Mis- 
sissippi and four that belong to the Southern Baptist Convention. The 
Mississippi Baptist schools are Mississippi College at Clinton, Wo- 
mans’ College at Hattiesburg, Clarke Memorial College at Newton, 
and Blue Mountain College. Hillman College at Clinton belongs to 
President M. P: L. Berry, but has Baptist trustees, a Baptist presi- 
dent and is affiliated with Baptist interests. Four of the above 
schools are in thé Southern half of the state, Blue Mountain College 
being the only one in the Northern half. All of these schools occupy 
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important territory and all are doing important work for the deno- 
' ul for mankid 

The Southern Baptist schools are The Southern Paptist Theologic il 
Seminary, Louisville, Ky. The W. M. U. Training School, Louisville, 
Ky. The Baptist Bible Institute, New Orlears, La., and The South- 
western Theological Seminary, Fort Worth, Texas, which includes a 
Womans Training School.

various churches needing help. The Executive Committee, if possible, 
should visit in person, or have others visit, these churches and assist 
in putting on an every-member canvass among the membersh'p and 
if possible to raise sufficient funds to enable the work to be earried 
on without the assistance of the Board. This is needed to enable the 
Roard to help places which are unable to help themselves and also for 


¢ 


the purpose of developing the local membership. of the church. The 
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Executive Board should not approve an application for help unless 
the church asking for the help pledges itself to raise some definite 
amount to support the various causes of the denomination. 


MISSIONS WITHIN THE STATE 


1. Church Building and Church Extention Support. 

The amount appropriated for church building purposes for this 
year is $27,000. The number of church being assisted from this fund 
is 49. Of this number 21 are town churches and 28 are country 
churches. This is by far the largest appropriation that has ever been 
made for church extension work by our State Board. 

9 .M’ssionary Pastoral Support. 

The Board is assisting in paying the salaries of 100 pastors. The 
number of churches represented is 153. Of this number 68 are in 
town and 85 in the country. The appropriation to this work surpas- 
ed any previous appré priation. 

8 Miscellaneous Mission Work. 

The Board is assisting in the paying of the salaries of four Indian 
pastors. The amount set apart for this work is $500.00. There are 8 
churches sharing in this fund, besides some mission work is being 
done among Indians who have no work. The Board is paying a sal- 
ary to Rev. B. H. Ellis who is missionary to the Creoles. He is a 
faithful missionary and his work is prosp¢ ring. In addition to this, 
the Board pays part of the salary of the Corresponding Secretary of 
the Negro Raptist Convention Board, a part of the salary of the Bible 

acher in the Jackson Baptist College (colored), and furnishes Bible, 
Sunday School and B. Y. P. U. teachers for two weeks each at Natchez 
and Jackson Colleges once a year. The Board pays a part of the 

alaries of two religious workers in Good Will Center, Meridian, and 
nart of the salary of two religious workers, one tn Blue Mountain 
College and one in the Woman’s College. 
4. Enlistment Missionary Work. 

The Board began the year’s work with six enlistment missionaries. 
Three have since resigned. The total visible results of t eiry work in 

o far as-it can be tabulated is as follows. Churches visited, 1.081; 
Services held, 1,326; Sermons and addresses, 1,382; Sunday School 
organized, 5; Training Classes organized 5 BY. P. U's organized, 7; 
W. M. U’s oreanized, 7; Every Member Canvasses made for local 
budget, 132; Mission and Benevolent Canvasses, 30; fantist Record 
put into every home, 6; Subscriptions for the Baptist Reeord, 136; 
Pastor’s fields formed, 29; Conferences with churches, 363; Pastor’s 





Sunday School Work. 
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The Sundav School-Board publishes each quarter 362,200 B. Y. P. U 
Quarterlies. ‘lississippi receives about 21,000 of these. 

Five years ago we had no Associational B. Y. P. U. organizations. 
There are now ten. 

Five years ago we had no district organization, and we now have 
our six District B. Y. P. U. Conventions that are proving powerful 
factors in our organization. 

Our State Convention has grown from an attendance of 350 five 
years ago to an attendance of 1,500. 


An Added Worker 

At a meeting of the State Mission Board last December another 
of Aberdeen Mises Morgan is devoting her time to Junior and Inter- 
mediate B. Y. P. U. work. Her recore for the year is nwst gratifying, 
and we bless the Lord for her work. 

8. W. M. U. Work. 

The W. M. U. Department through its State Secretary, Miss M. M. 
Lackey, makes the following report of their stewardship for the 
Associational year closing with August 1, 192%: 

The Woman’s Missionary Union has five definite aims which they 
purpose to carry out in the accomplishment of their work, namely: 
Supplication, Stewardship, Stu:lv, Service andSovl-Winning. A Stand- 
ard of Excellence containing ten points is placed before each local 
society to help the same fulfill ties definite aims. 

The growth of the work in Mississippi has made it necersary to 
enlarge the official family. Besides the lI'resident, Young People’s 
Leader and Corresponding Secretary, there is now six Vice Presidents 
one for each of the Six Districts also a Young People’s Counselor ‘n 
each District. A State personal Service Leader a Stewardship Chair- 
man and a Mission Study Chairman. The ideal being these same 
officers in each local society, each Association, and District. Other 
officers required for lpoking after special phases are a Margaret 
Fund Chairman, a Training School Chairman, Recording Secretary 
and College Correspondent. 

The number of local organizations are now 1, 404 of which 771 are 
Woman’s Missionary Societies and the other Young People’s, Of this 
number of W. M. S. 88 are new organizations; and of the young peo- 
ple’s161 are new organizations. 

This growth is not abnormal; indeed not just what it should be but 
it has given us healthy organizations. And we attribute this in large 
measure to mission study. Our women and our young people are 
devoting more time and attention to the study of missions than ever 
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before. This past year Mississippi reported 35 per cent of all the 
classes doing mission work within the bounds of the Southern Bap- 
tist. Convention. 

The heart of the Mississippi W. M. U. is deeply interested in the 
*5 Million Campaign, hence the Union is going forward this year 
under the slogan, 

“A Dollar each quarter 
From each Mother and Daughter”. 


This over and above Campaign pledges. In order to succeed in carry- 
ing out this slogan the women are appealing to the brethren in every 
association to lend their help in this matfer. 

With a firm conviction that the work of Christian Womanhood may 
best be accomplished through organization the W. M. U. is going 
forth bearing upon their banner this watchword: 

“He that wrought for us this very thing is God.” II Cor. 5:5. 

9, The Laymen's Work. 

The Laymen have no distinctive organization in Mississippi, ex- 
cept an executive Committee of six leading laymen who are appointed 
each year by the State Convention. This committee advises with the 
other leaders of our denominational work in planning and executing 
the various progiams for the advancement of the kingdom. 

More and more the laymen of the State are lining up in the re- 
gular denominational program and making themselves useful in 
carrying out the plans of the churches the associations and the de- 
nomination at large. More laymen were used in putting over our 
spring cash round-up than ever have taken part in a similiar move- 
ment before. Still larger use will be made of our consecrated laymen 
in the plans now being projected for the fall. 

The Budget Stewardship Campaign that is now being launched 
through the South is largely an outgrowth of the agitation and in- 
terest of the laymen during recent years. Their irfluence and active 
assistance are now urged in the teaching of the Stewardship and in 
putting into operation in the churches the Unified Budget Plan for 
vathering and distributing funds for the Lerd’s work. 

10. The Baptist Record. 

The Baptist Record another agency of the State Convention 
Board has had hard sailing due to the fact that many churches have 
put into the budget, thus paying only $1.50 for each subscriber, when 
the paper costs $2.00, for each subscriber, to get it out. We are glad 
to note, however, that the paper since the first of January, has gain- 
ed some in subscriptions ranging around ten thousand—due largely 
to the growing recognition of its importance—and the receipts since 
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to assist in making the Campaign a success. It was also due to the 
thorough organization for this work. 

It is exceedingly important that our churenes give th 
ing the month of October to the raising of large sums of cash in 
order to enable the State Board and the other causes to carry to com- 
pletion the work as outlined for the year. Because of the large appro- 


priation made, we snall be compelled to have more cash this fall 


than ¥ ave heretofore received if the work is completed. The State 
Board of Mississ’ppi appropriated this year over $115, 000.00. Thus 
far since the Campaign was launched our wo rk has been ca rried on

We have now 501 foreign missionaries and 2,320 native missionaries 
This is almost twice as many foreign missionaries and almost four 
times as many native missionaries as we had in 1919 at the beginning 
of the 75 Million Campaign. 

The Board reported a debt of $403,000 at the last Southern Bap- 
tist Convention. There has been no disposition to criticise the Board 
because everybody has realized that the Board has been very con- 

rvative in making appropriations. It has appropriated only a little 
shove one-half of the amount that was proposed for it in the 75 Mil- 
lion Campaign. 

The Board at its June meeting aypointed forty-eight new mission- 
aries who in the early fall of this year will go to their fields. 

The practical surgestion for everynucy to take te heart at this 
evitieal time when the Board is burdened with debt, overwhelmed by 
the growth of the work, and appalled by the vast unmet needs, is that 
everv one should do his utmost to pay his 75 Million Campaign pledge 
in full this year. If these pledges are naid fully, the Board can pay 
its debts, support the missionaries and provide for many, many more 
distressing needs. The simple solution of our present situation is the 
payment of our 75 Million Campaign pledges. This is the biggest need 
for Foreign Missions this year. Now is the time to go forward.
